panic. The closing of the Darm- 
ctaedter Uficl National Bank, one 
6f the country's three largest bank- 
ing Institutions, and the shut down 
of^ the -Russian exchange combined 
tV-alarm the public to an unparal- 
leled degree, despite the fact the 
government has promised full gua- 
rantees to depositors in the closed 
bank.

War. Because of the overcrowding 
of prisons, however, the justice, de- 
partment has been forced to double 
the capacity of some barracks. In 
some barracks 48 men are housed 
as compared to 24 during the 
World War. 


The Increase in capacity is ac- 


complished by double - decking 
bunks. In its report on the child 
offender, issued last week, the 
Wickersham commissioncondemned 
old army barracks at Chillicothe, 
saying they are in poor repair, 
crowded, unsanitary and not fire- 
proof. "Some bunks are double- 
decked? There are no chairs in the 
dormitories; men must sit or lie on 
their beds at all times while in 
barracks," said the report.

Wny to Exterminate the Roach, a Pest Long Con- 


sidered a Carrier of Infection, Says Authority.

cellar to roof. 


Cleanliness and keeping the food 


in Jars and places that cannot be 
reached by roaches Is Important In 
exterminating them. All cracks and 
imperfections In buildings that may 
serve aa breeding places should be 
eliminated. 


The best poison for the roach la 


Sodium Fluoride, finely ground and 
mixed with . meal. 
This should be 


liberally 
dusted 
in 
all 
corners, 


drawers, closets, crevices and run- 
ways. This powder is poisonous and 
should be carefully labeled as such 
and kept away from children. 


Roaches must be considered as a 


menace to our health. In their mi- 
gration from one apartment to anoth- 
er they feed upon breadstuffs^milk, 
clothing, cooked and.-raw food, and 
travel from sickroom to baby's room 
or to the family kitchen. They in- 
fest kitchens, storerooms and toilets, 
and undoubtedly aid In spreading 
filth and germs. 
. 


I believe too. little attention is paid 
to these...carriers, of iilth. Undoubt- 
edly they play a part in nealth and 
disease and should be considered a 
menace just as are other disease- 
bearing insects.
